Cain seeks 
to rezone land

WILMINGTON - Retailers may 
have to wait a bit longer to utilize 
the Fred F, Cain Chrysler dealer- 
ship property. The warrant arti- 
cle necessary to initiate zoning 
changes for the former dealership 
was disapproved © by _ the 
Wilmington Planning Board. 

“We're in the very early stages 
of this entire process and we'd 
like to create something that 
would be suitable for the neigh- 
borhood,” said Louis Minicucci, 
developer and representative for 
Fred Cain. The article seeks to 


rezone a portion of the Cain prop- 

erty from R-20 to Gen, Business. 
“We don’t have any deal with a 

retailer as yet,” Mr. Minicucci 


said. Although there's no one in 
line for an occupancy permit, the 
owners are hopeful. “It’s a site 
that’s most suitable for retail use. 
And we suspect one or two users 
at the maximum,” he added. 

The warrant article is still 
being presented to the town meet- 
ing, the recommendation of the 
Planning Board does not prevent 
action by the town meeting. 

Mr. Minicucci indicated that 
they have not approached any 
retailers with a proposal. He said 
that the facility would be best 
suited for corporations like gro- 
cery retailers, but that Stop and 
Shop has not approached him 
with any proposals. “It could be

ConComm reviews drainage plans

WILMINGTON The new 
MBTA station project is one step 
closer to reality. MBTA officials 
met with the Conservation 
Commission to review the revised 
plans, answer any questions and 
set a site visit date. 

A total of nineteen questions 
raised by the Conservation 
Commission's hired engineering 
consultant were discussed. 
Kristine Wickham, MBTA repre- 
sentative, reviewed each question 
and detailed their data. 

Ms. Wickham indicated that an 
infiltration drainage system

would not be appropriate for the 
site although a new drainage sys- 
tem would be installed. 

“The Department of Environ- 
mental Protection’s storm water 
guidelines require pretreatment 
of storm water with use of an 
infiltration system,” she said. 
“This is because without pretreat- 
ment, the infiltration system will 
fail in a relatively short period of 
time.” Ms. Wickham said that 
because the project is located in a 
groundwater protected district, 
pretreatment is mandatory. 

She said that there is an issue 
of contamination with the infiltra- 


tion system. “We went out and 
took three readings [last year] 
one in July, one in August and one 
in December. We evaluated the 
worst case and best case sce 
nario’s to judge,” Ms. Wickham 
said. 

She indicated that they also 
evaluated the use of a detention 
basin from an infiltration stand- 
point and found it inapplicable for 
the site as well. She said that 
they also evaluated wet ponds, 
but that didn’t provide for ground 
water recharge.

WILMINGTON - Good old fash- 
ion police work led to the arrest

Jeffrey Dunn, 19, Saugus, and 
Ross Milley, 20, South Dennis, 
were arrested Tuesday, March 
2ist.

Dear Editor: 

Abortion is unconstitutional 

The 1973 Supreme Court case 
Row v. Wade produced bad federal 
law that I believe is unconstitu- 
tional and beyond the powers of the 
judicial branch of the United States. 
The Supreme Court has no_busi- 
ness legislating or creating law 
where none existed and the deci- 
sion in Row v. Wade created law 
that had no precedent in constitu- 
tional judication. 

The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, the founding document of 
this great republic, states emphati- 
cally that “all men-are endowed by 
their creator with life, liberty and 
pursuit of happiness.” We under- 
stand this to mean that all people, 
men and women, have these funda- 
mental rights as enumerated by 
God. Why is it then, that the Su- 
preme Court chose to ignore the 
right of all human beings to “life” 
while recognizing abortion as a pro- 
tected “liberty?” Even Abraham 
Lincoln said in 1854 that when a 
“man governs himself that is self 
government, but when he also gov- 
erns another man, that is despo- 
tism.” When a woman governs her- 
self that is independence, but when 
anyone decides the fate of an un- 


The existence of excessive and 
repetitive abortions is an abhor- 
rent part of our culture. It’s as bad 
as other horrible events in Ameri- 
can history, such as antebellum 
slavery and the genocide of mil- 
lions of Native Americans. The de- 
cision made in Roe v. Wade was as 
wrong and unconstitutional as the 
Dred Scott case in 1857, where the 
Supreme Court held that a black 
man was “property” and had “no 
rights that a white man was bound 
to respect.” In Roe V. Wade, since 
the court could not “resolve the 
difficult question of when life be- 
gins,” they found that it was within 
apersons “liberty” protected by the 
14th Amendment to end another 
humanlife, while inthe same breath 
refusing to protect the “life” of an 
unborn child. 

I believe the Supreme Court de- 
cision made in Roe v. Wade was 
unconstitutional and must be over- 
turned.

Tewksbury receives grant for traffic safety 


TEWKSBURY - The Tewksbury 
Police Department has been 
awarded a $7,500 grant by the 
Governor's Highway Safety Bureau 
as part of a statewide traffic safety 
enforcementeffort. Tewksbury was 
one of 14 communities to receive a 
grant that will focus on the child 
passenger safety and the safety 
belt laws through September. 

“These grants are designed to 
supplement existing local enforce- 
ment efforts,” said Nancy J. Luther, 
Executive Director of the 
Governor's Highway Safety Bureau. 
“With additional patrols, police de- 
partments can concentrate in high 
risk areas at specific times through- 
out the year to significantly reduce 
serious injuries resulting from 
crashes,” said Luther. 

A recent survey conducted by 
the Governor's Highway Safety 
Bureaushowed that the use of safety 
belts and child safety seats in- 
creased only slightly among Mas- 
sachusetts motorists between 1998 
and 1999. Safety belt use among 
front seat occupants of all ages in 
automobiles increased from 51 per- 

!” Cent to 52 percent. Teens age 16-19 
went from 35 percent to 37 percent.

The biggest gain was in childsafety 
seat use among children age five 
and under with usage rising from 70 
percent to 78 percent. 

“This grant will allow us to 
achieve and surpass our goals of 
compliance with the safety belt and 
child safety seat use laws,” said 
Police Chief, John R. Mackey. “We 
want to send a clear message to all 
motorists that the best known way 


to protect yourself and your pas- 
sengers in the event of a crash is 
always to be buckled up, it is a good 
habit to get into,” said Mackey. 

The most current figures for 1998 
show that 406 motorists were killed 
on Massachusetts roadways. 

In Tewksbury 135 motor vehicle 
occupants were seriously injured in 
vehicle crashes.

“With little fanfare, surgeons 
at the Lahey Clinic have suc- 
cessfully performed what they 
believe to be New England's 
first ‘domino’ liver transplants,” 
notes the Burlington edition of 
the “Daily Times Chronicle.” 


“In performing the surgeries, 
doctors removed the organ from 
a brain-dead patient and trans- 
planted it into a 28-year-old 
woman, whose own, slightly 
abnormal liver was then trans- 
planted into a 65-year-old man. 


“The surgery was possible 
because Paula Pereira‘ liver 
functions normally, but dis- 
charges a substance that over 
time will kill her. That problem

“Doctors say ‘domino’ surg- 
eries are unusual, although 
about 24 such transplants have 
been performed in Europe. 

“In the U.S., the Hospital of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
and the University of Pittsburgh 
have both performed such surg. 
eries. A physician at the 
University of Miami Medical 
School has performed five. 

“The Lahey Clinic’s first such 
transplants took place on New 
Year’s Day when surgeons 
transferred the healthy liver to 
Pereira of Kenilworth, N.J....” 


Life affirming in 
Wilmington 


“T received my first kidney 
donation in April of 1981, said 
Thomas Giglio, notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“It supported me for 19 
years. I’m fifty three now. His 
kidney transplant began shut- 
ting down in 1998 and he was put 
on the transplant waiting list 
Late last year Thomas had to 
begin dialysis. His sister. 
Wilmington Animal Control 
Officer Ellen Davis, volunteered 
to donate one of her kidneys to 
help him live a normal life. 

“More than 50,000 Americans 
die each year because of kidney 
disease, according to the 
National Kidney Foundation. 
Over 260,000 Americans suffer 
from chronic kidney failure and 
need an artificial kidney 
machine (dialysis) or kidney 
transplantation to stay alive. Of 
the 36,000 patients waiting for 
kidney transplants, only 11,000

year due to a shortage of suit- 
able organ donors. 

“Most people function well 
with only one kidney,’ Ellen 
said. According to the 
Foundation, statistics for the 
year 1996 show that 1,814 people 
died awaiting a kidney donation. 
‘Losing a kidney doesn’t bother 
me,’ Ellen added. ‘I know the 
surgery will be somewhat 
painful, but that won't last. The 
kidney will give my brother his 
life back. ‘That's important to 
me. 

“Thomas has been a diabetic 
since he was sixteen years old 
‘I had to have two insulin shots 
each day then,’ he said. The 
leading cause of kidney disease 
is diabetes, according to the 
Foundation, It accounts for 35% 
of the new cases each year and 
25% of all cases in the United 
States. High blood pressure is 
the second leading cause of 


chronic kidney failure, account- 
ing for about 30% of the cases in 
the U.S. 

“The transplant isn’t hard on 
me. I don’t mind the surgery,’ 
Thomas said. ‘Dialysis is diffi- 
cult, not because it is painful, 
but because of the amount of 
stress it places on my family. 
The rides three times each week 
to and from the hospital, the 
length of time on the machine, 
all create stress that a trans- 
plant would alleviate’ According 
to the Foundation, patients over 
65 who need a transplant are 
last on the eligibility list and 
usually remain on dialysis for 
the remainder of their lives. 

“Dialysis is about 3.5 hours 
for each treatment. You go three 
times each week and usually the 
next day you feel so tired,’ 
Thomas said. ‘Even if the trans- 
plant only lasts four years, it's 
worth the surgery. Having a kid- 
ney means a normal life...

Wehler said. “I am thinking of 
raising the pay scale.” 

As a sensible manager, 
Wehler said he is having discus- 
sions with his present help in an 
effort to determine what the 
issues are with people who do 
not want to work 

However, Wehler does not feel 
that the problem is just at 
Country Club Heights. 

“It's everywhere,” he said, 
“especially over the past 10 
years in the food service indus- 
try.” 

That opinion is agreed with 
by Bobby Katsikis, owner of 
Stelio's Family Restaurant in 
Wilmington. The area tradition 
which has been in business for 
many years is also having diffi- 
culty keeping some of their part- 
time help 

“I have regular help that has 
been here from two years to 25 
years,” Katsikis said. 

However, he admits to have a 
constant turnover of about four 
to five people. 

“In the past three to four 
years it has been getting worse 
and worse,” Katsikis said. 

Starting pay at the family 
restaurant is $6 per-hour for 
busboys. Hostesses can make $7 
per-hour and up and kitchen 
help earn between $8 and $12 
per-hour depending on experi- 
ence. 

As is the norm in the restau- 
rant industry, waitresses make 
only $2.60 per-hour. However, 
their pay is based on the 
amount of tips they can take 
home. 

Katsikis said, “You have to 
make sure they (the waitresses) 
get good tips,” 

He added, “The economy is 
so good nobody wants to work.” 

He noted that in the past the 
restaurant would have no prob- 


lem getting two or three kids to 
work weekends as busboys but 
that is no longer the case. In 
Wakefield, The Savings Bank is 
another constant advertiser in 
the Job Mart section. 

As of the March 15/16 edition 
they were advertising for tellers 
and customer service represen- 
tatives. Assistant Human 
Resources Director Mary 
Farrell said, “Tellers are our 
biggest turnover.” 

Workers at the Bank can 
start at $8 per-hour and up, 
depending on experience and 
there is plenty of room for 
advancement. Employees are 
reviewed for raises and promo- 
tions once a year, but any job 
listings are posted in-house first 
and employees have a chance to 
apply before the public does. 

Farrell notes that the job 
market is tough on employers at 
this time. 

“Trying to get qualified peo- 
ple is difficult,” she said. 

Farrell added, “There doesn't 
seem to be anybody out there 
looking for jobs.” 

Qualified applicants should 
be 18 years of age or older and 
must have a high school diplo- 
ma. 

For somebody trying to get 
employment in the early morn- 
ing hours, perhaps the part time

However, he noted that when 
it comes time to hire a new driv- 
er, the search is difficult. 

“The economy is tough and 
people can't get help,” he said. 

Some companies are able to 
keep their help, as does Moore 
and Parker, but, as in the case 


of Acura of Reading, expansion 
is causing them to seek more 
help. 

Paul Wiswell, owner of the 
Reading based medical trans- 
port company, pays his drivers 
$9 per-hour to start, and they 
can go up to $10 per-hour after 
60 days. He considers a part 
time person one who only works 
three days per-week. 

Applicants must be over 21 
and Wiswell said many of his 
drivers are retired people. 

Longwood Place at Reading, 
is looking for a part-time van 
driver. 

Activities Director Kim 
DiCenso said that applicants for 
the position, paying $8 per-hour 
to start, must be dependable, 
responsible and have a clean 
driving record. 

“They must enjoy working 
with the elderly,” [)iCenso said. 

Applicants need to be at least 
21 years-old but there is no other 
age limit. However, they must be 
able to lift a person into the van 
if necessary. 

She noted that the response 
has been very good for the posi- 
tion, but in general it is difficult 
to get good part-time help. 

The Gables in Winchester is 
another assisted living facility 
that is seeking part-time help 
for a few hours per day as 
housekeepers. May Mullen, head 
housekeeper at the facility said 
that for the most part the girls 
who work there stay on for a 
long period of time and the posi- 
tions that are open now are to 
fill in for housekeepers who are 
sick. 

The pay is $8 per-hour to 
start and the work day is from 9 
a.m. to about 2 p.m. 

Yellow Cab in Woburn is 
another company that is con- 
stantly looking for help. Part- 
time drivers can make about 
$100 to $200 per-week plus tips, 
according to dispatcher/assis- 
tant manager Bill Pike. 

Part-timers are those drivers 
that only work about three 
hours per-night and weekends. 
Pike noted that he loses about 
two to three drivers per-month, 
due to job stress or the inability 


of the driver to get along with 
the customers.
